TRUSTEES OF WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The trustees of the public hbrary in making this their 
twenty-seventh annual report to the town are happy to state 
that the repairs, so long needed on the library, have been ac- 
complished. 

At the last town meeting a special appropriation of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) was made for that purpose. 

The trustees appointed from their number, a committee of 
three, George R. Fosdick, James T. Welch and A. D. Jennings, 
to attend to the matter of repairs. 

The work on the library was done in July. Considerable 
more was accomplished than the original contract called for, 
but the special appropriation of one thousand dollars was ex- 
eeeded only by sixteen dollars and twenty cents. 


The report of the committee on repairs is as follows: 
REPORT OF COMMITTE ON LIBRARY REPAIRS 


Several contractors were interviewed, bids were received, 
the lowest bid was from O’Conners & Edwards, Brattleboro, 
Vt. We let the contract to them for $789. 

They were to relay all brick and stone, and necessary

Paid Chas. Grant Co. $194 for furnishing one new step; 
eutting off two broken steps to make one full length step; 
cutting off front of two full length steps to remove broken 
edges; cutting back the return under front edge of two steps; 
eutting 4 joints on three broken pieces of coping and furnish- 
ing One new piece of coping to make up required length, with 
the three pieces which were recut; recutting one side of but- 
tress to remove chipped edges, and cutting new chamfer along 
top edge. 

Paid Hardwick Plumbing Co. $15 for relaying slate and 
work on roof. 

Whole amount expended $1,016.20.

Mr. Harris, who had most efficiently served the district 
for more than six years resigned to accept a supervisory posi- 


tion in another part of the state. 


Mrs. Welch tendered her 
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resignation after fourteen years of suecessful service as prin- 
cipal of the Ashuelot grammar school. She wielded a strong 
influence for good upon the character of her pupils and her 
resignation was regretfully accepted. The school at Rabbit 
Hollow has been closed for lack of pupils. The school at 
Forest Lake too has been closed and the few children here 
transported to the village schools. 

Miss Moore resigned her position at the close of the fall 
term and Mrs. Margaret M. Freeman succeeds her. Miss 
Elinor Johnson, who has directed the instruction in music in 
the Winchester schools for the past two years with very satis- 
factory results, was engaged for the current year, but during 
the summer she resigned to accept a more lucrative offer else- 
where. Arrangements were then made with the Keene normal 
school to supply a music teacher. Nevertheless a suitable 
teacher was not procured until the first of January when Miss 
Elizabeth Lucier took charge of the work. ) 

It will be noted that fifteen teachers, or seventy-five per 
cent of the teaching force, have resigned during the year. In 
other words three teachers in every four have left the service. 

Government service and war time activities, in particular, 
have attracted so many that there is a serious shortage of 
teachers, and it is a very difficult matter to secure teachers to 
fill vacancies as they occur in the force. 


SCHOOL MEMBERSHIP. 


For the year 1917-18 there were enrolled in the high school 
60 pupils; in the village elementary schools, 197 pupils; in the 
Ashuelot schools, 189 pupils; and in the seven rural schools, 76 
pupils, making a total of 472 in the whole enrollment. The 
average membership was 404, the average attendance was 382, 
thus making the percentage of attendance 94.5.. The records 
show an increase over the previous year of 34 in enrollment, 
21 in average membership, and 18 in average attendance, and 
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one-half of one per cent decrease in percentage. This small 
decrease may be ascribed to the extreme cold of last winter. 

In June sixteen pupils were graduated from the Centre 
grammar school and eight from the Ashuelot grammar school. 
Of these twenty-four graduates, twenty-one, whose names are 
starred (*) in the list below, entered the local high school.

Of these seventeen graduates one moved from town, one 
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died, four entered the New Hampshire College at Durham, one 
entered a technical school, five entered a business college, one 
engaged in teaching and four are engaged in clerical work. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 


The efficiency of the primary schools in the village is im- 
paired by the fact that the membership of these schools has 
become too large to allow the accomplishment of the most 
effective work. The membership as distributed by grades and 
by teachers is as follows: 


Grade I . 87 pupils Miss Hildreth 
Grade II 15 pupils Miss Watson 
Grade III 26 pupils Miss Watson 
Grade IV 36 pupils Mrs. Thompson 


Grade I is divided into four divisions whose hours of at- 
tendance are: 


Division A, 10.80-12 and 2.80-8.20, a total of 2 hrs., 20 min. 

Division B, 9.00-11.00 and 1.15-2.45, a total of 3 hrs., 30 min. 
Division C, 9.00-10.30 and 1.15-2.30, a total of 2 hrs., 45 min. 
Division D, 9.00-10.30 and 1.15-2.30, a total of 2 hrs., 45 mim: 


Miss Watson has 41 pupils in two grades. Mrs. Thompson 
in addition to instructing the 36 pupils of the fourth grade re- 
lieves Miss Watson by teaching reading to the second grade. 
Each one of these teachers is required to undertake more than 
permits of satisfactory accomplishment. Nor according to the 
best estimates that can now be made will next year’s enroll- 
ment produce any improvement in these crowded conditions. 
The estimated enrollment for next year is: Grade 1, 40 pupils; 
gerade 2, 24; grade 3, 16; grade 4, 27. 

I therefore porcnena that one more fencer be em- 
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ployed in the primary grades. That 10 pupils of the first 
gerade, and the 40 pupils of grades 2 and 3 be seated in Miss 
Watson’s room and that two teachers be put in charge of this 
room, holding alternate recitations and giving personal super- 
vision to the pupils’ seatwork. 

Such an arrangement would relieve Miss Hildreth’s room 
of an abnormally large number of pupils, it would lessen the 
number who have to repeat the first year’s work, and it would 
materially advance the educational opportunity of all the chil- 
dren. 

During the summer of 1917 the Ashuelot schools were re- 
organized so as to bring only two grades in each room. This 
change was very pleasing to the teaching force and resulted in 
a decided improvement in the school work. But when the 
schools opened last September the parents in the lower village 
declined to send their children of the first and second grades 
to the upper village school because of the distance and because 
the school building is so near the railroad where there is more 
or less shifting of freight cars. 

The Board accordingly allowed the children to attend 
school at the lower village. By this change the primary room 
in lower Ashuelot has a membership of forty pupils distributed 
in grades I, Il and IV, and the primary school at Upper Ash- 
uelot has thirty-six pupils in grades I, Il and Ill. Teachers 
with thirty-five to forty children in three grades are presented 
with difficulties which prevent the attainment of the most effi- 
cient work. 

Furthermore the building at the upper village should be 
condemned for school use as it is in many essential respects 
unsuitable for such use. Even on the brightest of days the 
lighting facilities are less than one halt of the standard re- 
quirements, while on dark days it is physically impossible to 
do work which requires the use of books. In view of all these 
circumstances I advise that a plot of land below the Catholic 
church be purchased and a suitable two-room building be 
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erected upon it for the use of the upper village schools. Sueh 


a plan would remove the parents’ objections to attendance in 
the upper village and would enable the schools to return to 
the more efficient two-grade plan of organization. 


SCHOOL GARDENS 


Last spring 133 elementary school children of Winchester 
enrolled as New Hampshire Junior Food Producers and raised 
vegetables estimated to be worth $735. Next spring we expect 
that 3800 school children will enroll in this organization and 
shall produce in school home gardens vegetables worth $2,000. 

In spite of the fact that the world war is ended, the peo- 
ple in many countries of Europe are in urgent need of food 
and in many cases are on the verge of starvation. These coun- 
tries are for many reasons looking to America for the food 
necessary to supply their urgent needs. How better can the 
school children ‘‘do their bit’’ to help relieve the needs of these 
stricken countries than by enrolling in this organization? 
‘““This year our Army of Junior Food Producers is fortunate 
in being recognized as a Division of the United States School 
Garden Army. This recognition brings with it some very 
timely and valuable assistanee.’’ Mr. Ralph P. Currier, a 
successful gardener as well as a very successful high sehool 
principal will give half his time to the inspection of New Hamp- 
shire children’s school gardens. A large number of leaflets 
on special phases of garden work will also be furnished free to 
all pupils who join this army. It is estimated that, in addition 
to the educational value which the children shall derive from 
this work, $250,000 worth of food will be produced by the 
school children of New Hampshire. We urge the hearty ¢o- 
operation of all parents and friends of the school in the effort 
to place the Winchester regiment of the United States School 
Garden Army on record as having gone ‘‘over the top’’ in per 
cent of membership and in amount of food produced. Already 
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membership blanks are in the hands of the teachers and the 
enrollment is to be made at once. | 

The children helped to carry on several patriotic projects 
besides those already mentioned. They sold a large number 
of Christmas seals for the Red Cross. They earned the money 
to purchase Thrift stamps. I have the exact figures for grades 
Vil and VIII. They bought stamps to the amount of $107.93 
from September, 1917 to June, 1918. No accurate reports 
from the other schools has been received. 

As a whole the year’s work has been satisfactory. It has 
been a pleasure to work thus harmoniously for the educational 
development of the boys and girls of the town.

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As the report shows, we have paid out $4,756.83 of the 
1918-19 appropriations. 

We have balanced our books to date, Aueust 31, 1918, and 
beginning the new year, Sept. 1, 1918, we will have approxi- 
mately the same amount of money available as in 1917-18. We 
will submit a statement at the coming March meeting, which 
will cover the financial condition up to that time. Final report 
will be rendered at close of year, August 31, 1919. .
